Washington, D. C., April &—{Special.}-- 
Woodrow Wilson, president of the United 
States, read to congress today his first mes- 
sage, the subject of which was the tariff 
and the promise ref orm of the currency. 

It was a striking scene in the chamber of 
the house of representatives, as the presi- 
dent told his legislative colleagues” that 
he wanted them to feel that the chief execu. 
tive was not an office but a man. Hestood 
at the desk of the reading clerk, his back 
to the vice president and speaker of the 
house, facing ninety-five senators and 0 
members of the house. 

It was an ordeal through which he was 
passing. The feeling which pervaded the 
chamber, a feeling of curiosity, tinctured 
by latent objection to his “ invasion,” must 
have affected him. He could not have failed 
to note the merely perfunctory applause 
which greeted his entrance ~ 

Situation Is Theatrical. 

It was not what the president sald that 
kept the crowd silent and attentive. While 
everyone listened to his worde, the overshad-

The setting of the stage was interesting. 
At ten minutes before 1 Speaker Clark called 
the house to order. Two minutes later the 
vice president and the sergeant-at-arms o* 
the senate, followed by members of the sen- 
ate, passed through the door down the aisle 
and stopped in the center of the house cham- 
ber. 


Arrival of Senators. 

The house rose as one man. The vice preei- 
dent and the senators marched solemnly to 
the three front rows of seats reserved for 
them. The vice president was escorted to a 
seat on the right of the speaker. Senator 
Gore of Oklahoma, and Senator Vardaman, 
the long haired senator from Mississippi, 
Senator Pittman of Nevada, and Senator 
Sherman of Illinois, occupied the four seats 
directly facing and a little to the right of the 
speaker. 

Farther to the right were the Louisiane 
senators, bitter at President Wilson's de- 
mand for free sugar. Directly back of them 
were Senator Warren, the man termed by the 
late Senator Dolliver the greatest shepherd 
since Abraham. -who will be affected by the 
transfer of wool to the free list, Senator Mar- 
tin of Virginia, the leacer of the reactionaries 
in She house, and Senator Stone of Missouri, 
who wants more protection for glass and lead 
than the Underwood bill grants. 

Senator La Follette, who aided Wilson's 
election, sat to the back and to theleft of the 
speaker, and in front of him were the Re- 
publican apostles of protection, Smoot of 
Utah, Clark of Wyoming, and Tippitt of 
Rhode Island. Where the president could see 
them were Senator Lodge of Massachusetts 
and Senator Williams of Mississippi, who 
yesterday criticised his purpose to revives 
custom which in their opinion smacked too 
much of the English principle of the speech 
from the throne.” 


Rise to Greet President.

HE THROWS OUT DECREE. 


even years ago there became effective in 
Dilinois a law which specifically forbace the 
remarriage of divorced persons, withia one 
year after the filing of the decree. Yesterday 
tn a Cook county court the full significance 
of what the law meant was brought home 
to a couple thet had violated it. 

A family—a husband, a wife, and a 8 year 
old child—were before Judge Petit in a di- 
voree action which the man had instituted. 
The woman had been divorced before. Six 
days after the entering of the decree she had 
married the man now suing her. The child 
was the offspring of that marriage. 

They had appeared in court confident in 
the belfef the relations the second marriage 
hed established were sanctioned by the law. 


Ruling Tragic for the Child. 

Suddenly the judge by a phrase swept that 
fancied protection away. For the man and 
the woman this meant simply that their mar- | 
riage had never existed. But for the child, the 
one innocent member of the trio, the court's 
words carried an implication that was tragic, 

When the Illinois remarriage law passed the 
assembiy, July i, 1005, it was regarded as a 
dead letter. Thousands of divorced persons 
have violated it without the least thought as 
to consequences. When the Supreme court 
affirmed the validity of the statute, some of 
these saw the dangers toward which they 
were drifting and made haste to remarry so 
as to make certain their relations were legal. 
But hundreds paid no attention to it. That 
was precisely the situation in which the cou- 
ple in Judge Petit’s court found themselves 


Life Story Revealed, 

The parents In court were William M. Mar- 
shall, a horseman who lives at the Metro- 
pole hotel, and Blanche T. Mullins. On July 
1, 1904, as Blanche Garber, the woman was 
married to Robert H. Mullins. He deserted 
her in the following month. In March, 1007. 
she obtaingd a divorce, and within a week 
was married to Marshall in Miehigan. They 
lived together in Chicago until r@ently. He 
filed suit against her, charging infidelity. 

Yesterday, while the woman was on the 
witness stand, and after she had made ad- 
missions as to her own conduct, Judge Petit 
discovered the record of the Mullins divorce. 
The little boy, Willard Monroe Marshall, 
was romping about the courtroom. The 
judge halted the proeeedings. 

“We have been trying for two days a 
lawsuit without any merit, he said.“ Those 
parties are not married, as the ceremony 
was performed within one year after the 

entry of the Mullins decree. In view of the 
decision in the 255 Illinois Supreme court re 
ports this marriage is a nullity.”

Relapse on April 4 

The pope gave several audiences on April 
4and was tired by evening. Nevertheless at 
7 o'clock that night he began reading his cor- 
respondence and dictating replies. He signed 
@ number of briefs, but was unable to resist 
the fatigue and fainted. He was uncon- 
scious for several minutes. 

His secretaries summoned the Vatican . 
apothecary, who revived the pope with

DURING BATTLE IN MEXICO. 


Troopers Wounded at Naco, Ariz.—One 
May Die—Federale Under Gen. Ojeda 
Gain Victory. 


Naco, Aris. April 8.— te fighting be- 
tween Ojeda’s federals and state troops 
opened early this morning and continued 
most of the day. The scene of the battle was 
less than a mile below Naco, Sonora. 

Ojeda again used his artillery effectively 
and held the state troops at a distance in 
spite of thelr supremacy in numbers. 

The attempted advices of the state troops 
were met with a terrific fire from the federal 
artillery. : 

Bullets fell on the American side of the 
line and two American soldiers on border 
patrol were wounded, one in the shoulder and 
one in the hand.

PEKING, April 8.—The first parliament of 
the world’s youngest republic was inaugu- 
rated today amid general rejoicings not 
only in the Chinese capital, but throughout 
the country.

Yuan Shi Kal’s message to parliament, 
which. was not read publicly, since his presi- 
dency is still provisional, consisted of hearty 
congratulations and the expression of the 
hope that the republic would last 10,000 years. 


Delays Recognition of China. 

Washington, D. C., April 8.—The United 
States will defer recognition of China until 
the constitutional assembly, which met today 
at Peking, attains a complete organization. 
This decision became known after President 
Wilson had discuseed the question with his 
cabinet today.

King Nicholas Tells German Newspaper

While guarding against any that 
a cancer cure has been found, Dr. Nowell told 
of plans by which 600 cases of human cancer 
are to be inoculated with the serum. It w1)} 
require two years to determine whether the 
serum will immunize a human cancer vie- 
tim upon whom an operation has been per- 
formed, from a recurrence of the growth. 

Scientist Tells His Experiments. 
Dr. Nowell, in reviewing his. work said he 
had chosen to experiment with animals that 
would be above suspicion of having naturally 
become infected with human cancer. He 
described how, from cases of operable tumor, 
where a diagnosis of cancer had been posi- 
tively established, the freshly extirpated 
malignant growth was freed from fat and 
extraneous tissues, cut into small pieces, 
boiled for several hours in water, and then 
filtered; and how the filtrate was acidified 
and boiled and filtered again to remove we 
proteins. 

After telling of further operations by which 
long, white, needle snaped crystals were 
separated from this filtration, Dr. Nowell 
said: 

These crystals in their purified form are 
the basis of the subsequent investigations. 


Diseased Rabbits Made Well. 

“ Rabbits inoculated with an aqueous so}u- 
tion of these erystals in every instance pre- 
sented the clinical picture of malignant dis- 
ease. 

“ While up to the present the exact chemi- 
cal nature of the active tumor extract is 
not known, its capacity to produce anti- 
bodies could be studied experimentally to 
advantage. To this end a series of immuniz- 
ation experiments were undertaken with 
healthy adult rabbits. 

“The serum from the animals thus im- 
munized contains a substance or mixture of 
substances which possesses the power of an- 
tagonizing the toxic action of the tumor sub- 
stance. This has been demonstrated by in- 
jections of the serum either previous to or 
simultaneous with that of the tumor poison. 
In both events no effect, is observed from 
quantities of the poison,| which if injected 
alone would produce a rapidly fatal intoxica- 
tion. 

With the simultaneous injection of poison 
and antibody, it has been shown that one 
part of the latter will effectualHy antagonize 
ninety-nine parts of the former.”

It was feared one eye 
was destroyed, but the St. Joseph's hospital 
physicians said today her sight would not be 
impaired. It was several hours after the ex- 
piosion when she regained consciousness. 

The maid took the waste basket from 
Wood's library’ to the basement to empty it 
last night: She pouréd the contents inté the 
hot water heater and applied a match. _The 
explosion follewed. 


Traces of Gunpowder Found. 

A prompt investigation by Wood, his wife, 
and his daughter, Mrs. Alfred W. Craven, 
disclosed grains of gunpowder in the bottom 
of the basket. The police have not deter- 
mined whether there was a bomb or powder 
was sprinkled in the basket. 

Wood, who is about 70 years old, said he 
did not believe an attempt was made on his 
life, but declared if there had been it was 
“amateurish.”” He told the Elgin investi- 
gators there had been no gunpowder tn his 
house for several years. 

When the residence was robbed jewels and 
silrerware. were ignored, but Wood's desk 


was forced open and his private papers rified. - 


So far he hae found none missing. His vel- 
uable papers are deposited in safety vaults. 
Wood is president of the Elgin National 
bank, the Creamery Package Manufactur- 
ing company, with headquarters in Chicago, 
and the D. E. Wood Butter company. He 
was one of the founders and first president 
of the Bigin board of trade, which has been 


credited with fixing the price of butter for 


the country. His son, Frank B. Wood, is as- 
sociated with him in business and fs well 
known in motoring circles.

| OUTS LIVING COST 


Representative Harrison Tells 
“How Prices on Necessities 
Will Be Affected. 


FOODS UPON FREE LIST. 


Shoes, Clothing, and Gloves Also 


Will Become Cheaper, He 
Declares.

Washington, D. C., April 8.—[Spécial.]—The 
present tariff bill is the most earnest attempt 
to lower the cost of living, to break up the 
power of tariff protected monopolies, and to 


lighten the burdens of taxation since before 


the war. 

The American producers of food, clothing, 
and other necessaries of life will no longer 
be able to monopolize the home market. 
They must compete on fair terms here with 
the producers of other lands. The consumers 
will benefit through getting a better article 
at a less price. 

This is the first attempt since the founda- 
tion of our government to shift the burden of 
taxation off the great masses of consumers, 
Where the tariff ‘places it, on to the backs of 
the wealthy, who are best able to pay the e- 
— of our government. 

The income tax will be assessed against the 
incomes of the wealthy to make up the deficit 
in revenues that will follow the reduction of 
import duties on the necessities of life. And 


every dollar of it will represent a clear sav- 


ing to the consumer on food, clothing, fuel, 


this amount can be estimated at from $125,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000. 


755 Effect on Foodstuffs. 
The following brief résumé of drastic re- 
ductions in the present tariff law filustrates 
the far reaching effect the new bill will have.

Pétatoes go on the free list. Under the 
Payne tariff the duty was 28 per cent. The 
new schedule will prevent a potato famine 
or the manipulation of prices by combines.

The language used by thé president in this 
connection and which has attracted the at- 
tention of members of both houses, * aS 
follows:

Haen’t Decided on Details. 
He has some general ideas as to the char- 
acter of currency! reform, which he has ex- 
pressed in his writings and speeches, but he 
has not formulated any details, which, it is 
expected, will be worked out by the experts 
of the treasury department. 

After the house has passed the tariff bill 
it will mark time, waiting for the senate to 
act. The president may conclude to keep the 
house occupied by debating the currency.

REPRESENTATIVE MANN—I have no 
criticism to make. It is the president’s right 
to deliver his message in any way he sees fit.

the wishes of the president in this matter 
and that William F. McCombs, chairman of 
the Democratic national committee and the 
personal representative of Mr. Wilson, was 
present. The proposition for an open caucus 
to discuss the tariff was rejected by the over- 
whelming vote of 167 to 84. 


Point to Dictatorial Policy. 

The turning down of the president was ac- 
complished largely because of the dissatis- 
faction felt by many Democrats both with 
what they term his dictatorial policy in shap- 
ing the tariff bin and also because of many 
features of the bill itself. 

The incident has encouraged the men want- 
ing protection to start a revolt which would 
bo easier in a secret than in an open caucus. 

The first movement to amend the Wilson 
bill will be taken by the Ohio Democrats 
who will hold a meeting Thursday night for 
the purpose of arranging for united action 
againet free wool, 

Democrats from other states probably will 
bold similar meetings and through trading 
of support upon a number of articles it may 
be that changes will be made im the duties 
as proposed. 


Wilson Expected to Stand Firm. 

President Wilson is expected to stand firmiy 
‘or the measure as reported by the commit- 
tee. He regrets the refusal of the Democrats 
today to grant an open caucus, which would 
have made his task easier, since it would be 
more difficult to form combinations under 
such circumstances. 

It is interesting to note that the open cav- 
cus plan was opposed by Leader Underwood, 
Representative Palmer, one of the spokesmen 
in the house of the Wilson administration; 
Representative Heflin of Alabama, and oth- 
ers. It was approved by Representatives 
Carlin of Virginia and Shackleford of Mis- 
souri. 

The nub of the argument in the affirmative 
was that as congress was transacting the 
people's business there shauld be no secrecy 
about it. The contention was made that 
there was always the possibility of mischief 
in the preparation of legislation behind 
closed doors, and that publicity should apply 
to the deliberations of congress as well as to 
the affairs of corporations. 


Committees Caucus Today. 

At another caucus to be held tomorrow the 
ways and means and two or three other 
committees necessary for the house to trans- 
act business will be named. The tariff pro- 
gram also will be perfected. If preserit plans 
are carried out, debate on the measure will 
be begun Thursday, though this is not cer- 
tain, as the Ohio and other Demoorats and 
others may filibuster. In any event, they are 
saying tonight they will not stand for free 
wool. 

It is evident that the Republican tariff 
Sharks are reveling in the new bill. Experts 
have been put to work analyzing Its features. 
A loud outcry has been raised by a crowd of 
western and northwestern senators, headed 
by Senator Norris of Nebraska, against re“ 
taining a duty on wheat and putting flour on 
che free list. Another inconsistency in the 
bill] pointed out is the putting of beef on the 
free list and taxing cattle 10 per cent. 


Democrats Hear Many Complaints. 

Democratic leaders in congress began to 
hear from the manufacturers and producers 
in all parts of the country who have been hit. 

One of the first groups of manufacturers to 
raise the calamity cry is the American Cot: 
ton Manufacturers’ association. They have 
addressed a letter to A. Mitchell Palmer, 
chairman of the Democratic caucus of the 
house, in which they predict that a period 
of depression would follow the enactment of 
this law and that the results would be 
** appalling.”’

This program was adopted today at the sec- 
ond open caucus of the Progressive represen- 
tatives. Meeting with them were five mem-

every opportunity in general debate in the 
house will be seized for the purpose of press- 
ing the measures. 

While their attention will be chiefly given 
to carrying out the platform pledges, the 
Progressives will not overlook the - tariff 
question. 


Close Scrutiny for Tariff. 

Victor Murdock, the Progressive leader of 
the house, advised each member to read the 
Democratic tariff bill ‘‘ with a microscope ”’ 
to pick out every hidden flaw and every joker 
and to expose them in debate. He pointed an 
example in the joker in the Aldrich-Payne 
steel schedule which, while purporting to fix 
a rate of 15 per cent on structural steel, actu- 
ally imposed a 25 per cent protection upon 
that commodity.

This, most radical change ever made in 
the basic plan of the American republic 
as devised by the fathers will be proclaimed 
by Secretary of State Bryan, who for 
twenty years has been a leader in the move- 
ment for the reform and who was instru- 
mental in putting the resolution of submis- 
sion through congress. 

But as the constitution says an amend- 
ment shall become effective when adopted 
by three-fourths of the states, and says noth- 
ing about a proclamation, the provision al- 
ready has become automatically a part of 
the fundamental law of the nation.

Arbiters Reach Agreement After 
Four Months’ Delay. 


SHORTER HOURS.

Settlement of the Painters’ Strike 
Still Hangs Fire. 


MEN WIN 


A settlement has been reached by arbi- 
trators of the L roads labor troubles.. A 
report will be drawn up tonight and signed by 
Arbiters Wallace Heckman and Jacob Le 
Boskey. The terms are kept a close secret. 
but it is believed the L road trainmen have 
gained shorter hours. | 

The agreement will be the result of four 
months’ arbitration. The elevated roads’ 
employés have worked under five different 
agreements. The wages were not uniform 
under the five contracts. Since the five ele- 
vated companies were taken under one man- 
agement the employés have made attempts 
to have one scale for allthe men. The ar- 
rangement was not favored by the elevated 
companies, and the matter was submitted 
to arbitration, 

Arbiters Long Deadlocked. 

Several times the arbitrators were dead- 
locked and ft appeared as if a referee would 
be necessary. On two occasions a demand 
was made by the men for a referee, but Le 
Boskey objected and declared the matter 
could be settled without a third man. The 
elevated railroad companies offered an in- 
crease of 2% cents an hour and a working 
day of not more than twelve hours. The 
men demanded a ten hour working day, 
with an increase of 6 cents an hour. 

Ticket agents, platform men, repairers, 
and porters will receive a slight increase, it 
is said, but the hours will not be shortened. 


Painters’ Strike Still Pends. 
Trouble between the painters and their em- 
ployers is still far from settlement, although 
offers of arbitration have been made. The 
employers declare they are willing to give 
an increase of 5 cents per hour and @ new 
set of. working rules.

Marketing Congress Decides 
Farming Should Be on 
Business Basis. 


OPERATE LIKE FACTORY. 


Would Increase Farmers’ ‘Profits 
and Deerease Consumi- 
ers’. Cost. 


If the ideas outlined at the first sesssions of 
the National Congress on Marketing and 
Farm Credits at the Hotel Sherman are car- 
ried out,farms will be put on as purely a busi- 
ness basis as manufacturing concerns. The 
object of the congress is to increase the prof- 
ite of the farmer and at the same time de- 
crease the cost of farm products to the con- 
sumer. 

The future success of the arten it was 
pointed out, lies in organization and codpera- 
tion. H. J. Waters, president of the Kansas 
Agricultural college; at Manhattan, Kan. 
urged the farmers to establish associations 
which would do for the farmer what the as- 
sociations of commerce do for the business 
concern. 


First to Urge Business Methods. 

While other agricultural congresses have 
met for the purpose of urging the use of sci- 
entific farming methods, President Waters 
stated, the present one is the first to urge 
upon the farmer the study of scientific farm- 
ing business methods. Not only bookkeep- 
ing but transportation, selling, distributing, 
marketing, elimination of waste, should oc- 
cupy an important part of the farmer’s dally 
curriculum, according to President Waters. 

Until just this moment,” he seid, “w 
have not found the inéentive to make a thor- 
ough study of the eiimination of waste In 
marketing and distribution. The marketing 
ot farm produce has been left to chance. 
More of the profits in farm produce should go 
to the farmer and at the same time the con- 
sumer ought to pay less, 


Only Beginning Now. 

There must be the closest relation be- 

tween the producer and the consumer in 
order to eliminate all. wastes. Only the be- 
ginning can be made now, and it may take 
a generation before all unnecessary middle- 
men are eliminated. 
Four men with improved machinery and 
the help of science now produce as much food 
as formerly’ was produced by fourteen men. 
Where are the ten? One of the chief die- 
ficulties with the present system is the fact 
that the ten men forced out of the field of 
production 
chinery have not found employment that is 
profitable to society, na matter how profita- 
ble it may be to themselves. 

We must teach farmers that codperation 
is business and not war. We must leave per- 
manent organizations with a definite object. 
The young people of the farm today are 
less strained for eodperation than ever be- 
fore. 


Standardize Farm Products, 

“The organizations should standarize the 
farm products and they should be sold with- 
out rehandling and repacking. Repacking 
is tremendously expensive and the farmer 
and the consumer have to pay for it. The 
consumer should know what the relation is 
between his purchase and the growth of the 
community. The consumer, next to the 
farmer, ie most to blame for the present 
system of handling farm produce.“ 

The address of Sidney E. Mezes, president 
of the University of Texas, was along the 
same lines. President Mezes was not pres- 
ent, but his address was read by Dr. A. Cas- 
well Ellis. 

Urges Co-operation. 

Charles R. Van Hise, president of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, was the princ'pal 
speaker in the morning session. He pointed 
out that there is a great discrepancy between 
the cost and the selling price, which mere 
deterioration of the product could not ex- 
piain. He urged the codperation of the 
farmer and the consumer. 

There are numerous prominent men attend- 
ing the conference, among them farm journal 
editors, governors, college and railroad presi- 
denis, congressmen and farmers. The con- 
gress was called by Col. F. P. Holland of 
Dallas, Tex. He is publisher of the Farm and 
Ranch, president of the associated farm 
journals, originator of the Texas state fair, 
and the first man in Texas to open an agricul- 
tural experiment station.

Judge Kavanagh was followed immediately 
by the Rev. W. O. Watersof Grace Episcopal 
church who took the stand to appear as he 
eaid as one not ashamed to show his colors” 
and to denounce what he termed as the mis- 
led element which is following the banner 
of free love under the high sounding title of 
‘eugenics’ and talking in high sounding 
phrases of biology.” 


Made Before Joint Hearing. 

The two addresses were made at the cul- 
mination ‘of a stinging cross fire of debate be- 
fore a crowded senate chamber, in attendance 
at a joint meeting of the committee o 
judicial department and practice of the sen- 
ate and house.

What is needed is a 50 per cent cut in 
the number of divorce cases and an end to 
legalized perjury, and we believe that these 
bills will do this.“

FATHERS UNION STATION BILL. 


Senator O’Connor Introduces Enabling 
Act Providing $50,000,000 Capital- 
ization Limit in Chicago, 

Springfield, II, April 8&—{Special.})— 
Necessary legislative steps were initiated 
today to prepare for the building of a union 
freight and passenger station in the vicinity 
of Canal and Adams streets Chicago. 

Senator O Connor introduced the enabling 
act in the senate. It amends the present 
union station statuts, adopted in 1874, to 
provide that companies formed for the pur- 
pose of building a union station may be 
formed with a capitalization of $50,000,000. 
The limit in the present law Is $3,000,000. 

Genator O Connor said that the bill is in the 
interest of the Pennsylvania, Chicago and 
Alton, Burlington, and Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroads, and incidentally of 
afl roads, in case the Chicago plan eventually 
compels stations to be built south of Twelfth 
street.

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ASSEMBLY TRIES REAL WORK 


More Is Done in One Day than in 
Previous Three Months. 


MANY BILES CADLED UP. 


Both Houses Plan Big Program Until 
Adjournment on Friday. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., April 8.—[Spectal.}]—The 
Illinois legislature began real work today 
and transacted more business in one day than 
it has in the entire three months it has been 
in session Scores of committee meetings 
were held and many bills which have been 
slumbering during the twin deadlocks came 
along for hearing. 

There was pronounced activity on the floors 
of both houses and a big week is the legisla- 
tive program until Friday. 

Representative Medill McCormick in the 
house put in a resolution providing for a com- 
mission of nine to investigate the old age pen- 
sion proposition, three from the senate, three 
from the house, and three to be named by the 
governor. The commission is to report within 
twelve months and to have $25,000 with which 
to make the investigation. The resolution 
went to the labor committee with instruc- 
tions to turn it over to the appropriations 
committee. 


Insurance Committee Continued, 

A resolution offered by Representative 
King extends for two years the existence of 
the joint legislative committee to investigate 
and codify the insurance laws. Representa- 
tive Thomas Curran heads the house com- 
mittee to investigate the workings of certain 
charitable institutions in Chicago. The com- 
mittee was named by Speaker McKinley and 
includes Boyd, H. A. Shephard, Carter, and 
Fahy. 

The house passed the appropriation Dill 
carrying $10,000 for the O’Hara vice traffic 
investigation, with the proviso that it be 
limited to investigation within Diinoia The 
senate has yet to concur in the amendment. 
The senate labor committee reported out 
favorably the Denvir bill limiting the em- 
ployment of street car motormen and con- 
ductors to ten hgurs within twelve consecu- 
tive hours, and the Carroll bill imiting city 
laborers to ten hours of work daily. 


Many Bills in Both Houses 

Many bills were introduced in senate and 
house. Senator Clark had an automobile 
bill providing that no municipality shall by 
ordinance prescribe the location of license 
numbers or tail lighte when this has been 
fixed by state law. 
Among the house bills were Lee O'Neil 
Browne's libe) bil) of the last session; Ryan’s 
bill extending the term of aldermen, city 
clerks, and the city clerk in Chicago to four 
years; Saver s measure revising generally 
the Municipal court act of Chicago; Sulli- 
van’s proposal prohibiting free lunches in 
saloons; Walsh's bill prohibiting the sale of 
“renovated” butter; and R. E. Wilson’s 
measure giving cities the right of eminent 
domain in acquiring hospital sites.

The 200 young women employed in the man- 
ufacturing plant of KA C. Cook & Bro., 1301- 
1345 Carroll avenue, will continue to be paid 
by check, @cocording to George W. Cook, vice 
president of the concern. 

The girls have been asked to go to other 
places to have their checks cashed, but it is 
believed many of them go to saloons in their 
hurry to leave the district on Saturday after- 
noons. 1 

“ We have been paying by check ever since 
coming to this neighborhood,” said George 
Cook, “‘and intend doing so until we see fit 
to do otherwise. The girls do not need to enter 
a saloon to have their checks cashed. We 
have made arrangements with several places, 
banks included, to cash their checks, and 
surely we have no claim on them after they 
leave our plant. 

“The girls who are employed by us and 
who enter saloons to cash their checks know 
we have done everything to havé them go 
elsewhere. Comparatively few of our girls go 
to saloons anyway, and they do that from 
choice. We pay by check, for it is safer for all 
concerned.“

CAN'T AVOID TAX RAISE. 


Blames Deneen Administration 
for Not Making Levy High 
Enough in 1911, 


[BY A STAFY CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, II., April 8—[Special.}—Gov. 
Dunne, forced to admit that under the most 
favorable circumstances the state tax rate 
must jump from 88 cents to 55 cents, put up 
the bars today against a total of approprie- 
tions by this general assembly which will 
pass the $30,000,000 mark. The governor ap- 
peared personally before the house appropri- 
ations committee and pleaded strongly that 
appropriations be “cut to the bone.” The bar 
placed by the governor, with the veto power 
to slash appropriation measures item by 
item, places the aggregate at substantially 
the figure reached by the begisiature of two 
years ago. 

The executive in discussing the etates 
financial condition attributed the blame to 
the failure of Gov. Deneen and the retiring 
Republican state officera, whose business it 
ja to fix the estate tax rate, to levy a rate 
sufficiently high to care for the appropria- 
tions of 1911, 


Gov. Dunne Urges Economy, 

Gov. Dunne did not charge there was an- 
thing more than a slip somewhere as respon- 
sible for the quandary in which the new atate 
administration finds itself, after a campaign 
in which “ economy” was the watchword. 

The governer set out in cold term just 
what there shall not be in the way of appro- 
priations outside of enough absolutely to 
properly care for ‘the state institutions and 
the maintenance of the state government. 

“No park preserves, no extra appro- 
priation for the representation of Ilinois at 
the San Francisco exposition, no monuments, 
no armories, no new Joliet prison, no frilis of 
any kind.“ summarizes the governor's ulti- 
matum, He said he favors an appropriation 
for Illinois at San Francisco, but the cur 
rent talk of a half million dollar building and 
display he figured down to $200,000, after his 
attention had been directed to the expecta- 
tion that the western representation at the 
Chicago fair would be set up as a precedent. 


Want State Epileptic Colony. 
The governor expressly stated he is com- 
mitted to the establishment of 4 state epi- 
leptic colony, and thet he expects the neces- 
‘wary appropriate. “Bl Yo” be 
. “I would n LO care 
provided fer the insame and the helpless,” 
Gov. Dunne said. “ There must be no sav- 
ing at the expense of the wards of the state. 
The state of affairs financially was laid 
coldly and clammily before the appropria- 
tions committee. In short it ie this: The 
total available funds, collected or in sight, 
after caring for all appropriations of the 
last general assembly, leaves a probable sur- 
plus for this legislature to spend of $450,686, 
The total appropriations of the last legis- 
! 5 8 195. The fafluré of the 
outgoing state officers to levy @ sufficiently 
high state tax rate leaves a balance of 868. 
891,588 which must be cared for im fixing the 
rate this year. 


Big Boost for State Tax. 

With the total appropriation for this ses- 
sion at the same figure as of 1911, the state 
rate, therefore, must jump from 88 cents to 
55 cents, The total appropriations requested 
figure around $40,000,000. This is outside the 
1 mill tax for the University of Illinois and 
for the state school fund tax authorized at 
the last session. 

Gov. Dunne’s position is that he must be 
compelled to stand for the 56 cent rate, but 
he wants it to stop there. The rate will in- 
crease 2 cents for each $1,000,000 of appro- 
priations in addition to the $30,000,000. If

the governor has his way, there will be an- 


enormous slice taken from the ordinary run- 
ning expenses of the state, a whittling of the 
estimates, charitable and penal institutions, 
and nothing for outside purposes, 

The appropriations committee subcom- 
mittees were named today, amd rapid work 
ts to begin on the state budget.

Both Sides Claim te Have Won Seven 
Out of Twelve Counties. 


Detroit, Mich., April 8—Woman suffrage in 
Michigan ie generally conceded hopelessly de- 
feated in yesterday's election. Scattering re- 
turns received late today from the rural dis- 
tricts of the state did not tend to materially 
decrease the big majority rolled up against 
the amendment by the early returns. . Its op- 
ponents tonight predicted a majority of at 
least 25.000. 

This aftertioon’s returns also increased the 
confidence of the Republicans that they would 
carry the complete state ticket. Judge Alfred 
J. Murphy, Democratic candidate for Su- 
preme court justice, was still the only dan- 
gerous opponent and his vote had not in- 
creased to any considerable extent since the 
early returns. 


Saloon Fight Even Split. 

With each side claiming seven of the 
twelve counties where the local option fight 
wes on, leaders of both the Michigan Anti- 
Saloon league and the Michigan State Brew- 
ers’ association expressed themselves as well 
satisfied with the result of the election. The 
Anti-Saloon league claimed the following: 
Tonia, dry by 700, an increased majority over 
two years ago by 400; Clinton, dry by an in- 
creased majority; Lenawee, dry by 800; Gen- 
esee, dry by 500, and Iosco, Calhoun, and 
Sanilac all dry by substantia! majorities. 

Eight dry counties were resubmitted, 
They were Emmet, Montcalm, Ionia, Clin- 
ton, Lenawee, Sanilac, Tuscola, and Iod. 


Four wet counties—Genetee, Jackson, Cal- 
houn, and Huron—again went into the fight.

HE troubles of the Lenoxes, as depicted 
in “The Talker” at the Studebaker, are 
numerous and complex, and they seem to 
have their source in Mrs, Lenoz's failure 
to digest comfortably a surfeit of super- 

ficial and misunderstood femininistic doctrine, 
Among the not altogether unique vagaries which 
cause her thus to writhe is a conviction that life 
with a thrifty husband in a monthly payment 
bungalow on the outskirts of Brooklyn is not a 
fairy tale, “written by God's fingers,” but a 
demd horrid grind, as Mr. Mantalini said, and 
capable of amendment. She is pretty, vain, tem- 
peramental, and fond of diversion, but not par- 
ticularly resourceful in utilizing those not un- 
common characteristics.

So she takes to writing papers for the 
woman’s club and to flirtation with a handsome 
and evil salesman of automobiles. Though the 
Lenoxes have been married for five years, they 
appear to have got on rather well together until 
the opening of the play, which shows Mrs. Len- 
ox, surrounded by cyclopedias, composing an 
address treating of sex inequalities, and incl- 
dentally poisoning the mind of her youthful sis- 
ter-in-law with capricious theories of life, lib- 
erty, and the pursuit of gayety. Mrs. Lenox has 
a facility for figures of speech, as, indeed, have 
all the others in the drama, d she reduces 
herself to a simile for the benefit of her best 
friend, a staid matron (also a club woman), who 
boasts that she has cleaned the back yards, ex- 
tirpated the mosquito, and borne four healthy 
children. To this community,” says Mra, Lenox 
in airy retort, “I am the flea on the dog which 
keeps it so busy that it forgets it is a dog.”

With this promising material at her hand, Miss 
Marion Fairfax sets out gracefully to mold a 
drama. What will happen to the Lenoxes after 
Mr. Lenox, coming uxoriously from the city 
with the deed to the bungalow and finding the 
, steak burnt, declares his indignation and goes 
out to find a restaurant? In other days Mrs. 
Lenox's most probable course would be elope- 
ment with the automobile man, returning re- 
morsefully and in black for the third act and 
forgiveness. But Miss Fairfax is advanced and 
she gives a new angle to the triangle. Mrs. 
Lenox does succumb, but only to the extent of 
a spin in the moonlight; and she ts declining to 
let the suitor kiss her good-night when her 
husband steps out of a dark corner and in a 
bully “big speech” reviles. the villain and 
sends him away. Mr. Lenox himself then turns 
to a discussion of sex. “ You are a good imita- 
tion of a female,” says he to his wife, “but a 
damned poor oné of a woman.” 

— 


Even here Mrs. Lenox is able to maintain her 
moral equilibrium — perhaps because a few 
minutes later the discovery is made that the 
young sister-in-law has removed temptation 
by eloping herself with the automobile agent— 
and to Chicago. This is about as far as Chi- 
cago gets any more in fiction and in plays. Its 
function in the drama, when it has any func- 
tion at all, is merely to be the other end of the 
elopement from New York. This particular 
elopement makes @ changed woman of Mrs. 
Lenox, one hastens to say, and a changed man 
of her husband. He becomes tmmersed suc-

Resident Violinist 
Heard in Recital

SIDORE BERGER, who as a boy violinist 
astonished his fellow townsmen with his 
phenomenal technical gifts some ten years 
ago, ventured to recall himself to their at- 
tention with a recital given last night in 

the Ziegfeld theater. The audience was large 
and there was abundant enthusiasm, s0 one 
may chronicle Mr. Berger’s return to local con- 
cert halls a success. He chose to present a 
lengthy and difficult program, It opened with 
the Spanish symphony of Lalo, The Bach cha- 
conne and a.set of variations by Mr. Berger 
comprised its second division, and the Tschai- 
kowsky concerto was the concluding number. 

In all of the varied styles represented the 

young violinist seemed equally at his ease, His 
technical gifts and attainments are still far 
beyond the ordinary despite the several years 
spent in Buropean study. In this respect Mr, 
Berger has been more fortunate than the ma- 
jority of his countrymen who flpd their way to 
European studios, Most of them return to us 
with little to show for the labor and expense 
of the joufmey. He has come back with a 
mechanical equipment that is remarkable for 
its scope and accuracy. His left hand is facile, 
hia intonation impeccable, his bow firm 
but agile. But one must confess that his tone 
is a little dry, It is almost entirely lacking in 
warmth and sensuous charm. It compasses a 
wide range of dynamic contrast, but there its 
capacities for variety end, 


* 


Mr. Bergers interpretative shortcomings 
seem’ traceable chiefly to this limitation. He 
has a good sense of style. His tempos were 
wisely chosen. His rhythms had life and pulse, 
and these virtues imparted to his playing cer- 
tain values of a pedagogic nature. It con- 
stantly suggested how the music should be 
presented, but never realized the ideal it 
caused the imagination to picture. There is 
reason to believe that this may have resulted 
from a lack of experience before the public, 
Mr. Berger has not yet learned to transmit his 
intentions to the listener. His playing sug- 
gests, but does not define. 

Exceptions to this general estimate must be 
made in favor of the scherzando from the Lalo 
symphony, which was a delightful study in 
contrasted rhythms, and likewise in favor of 
the finale from the same composition, in which 
the violinist permitted himself the luxury of a 
moment of true temperamental abandon, There 
was solid musicianship in the Bach reading de- 
spite the poor taste displayed in employing the 
plano accompaniment impertinently added by 
Mendelssohn, another error that may be as- 
cribed to youth. Further evidence of immatu- 
rity was to be discovered in Mr, Berger's own 
composition. Like most works in the varia- 
tion form, it proved a study in harmonic and 
melodic monotony. Mr. Berger has been con- 
tent to make a traditional Hebrew theme a 
thread upon which to hang all the hackneyed 
figures of violin technic, which suggests that 
his musical experience thus far has been con- 
fined to the more superficial compositions in 
the restricted literature of his instrument.

Buy Close and Avoid Waste. 

Instead of buying in large quantities as is 
often suggested, I do the opposite, for in my 
small apartment I have no room in which to 
store fruit, flour, vegetables, etc., and as there 
are only my husband and myself to be fed, I 
find that vegetables and fruit often spoil before 
we can use all of them. 80 my economizing is 
done on other lines. In the marketing I in- 
spect everything I buy and will not purchase 
anything unless I know I can use every bit 
of it. 

If anything is left over I search the cook- 
books until F nd some way of using it. I 
always keep salad dressing on hand and find 
that left over vegetables or fruits often make 
the best salads. I only serve meat three or 
four times a week and substitute with a whole- 
some egg dish, spaghetti or an extra vegetable. 

If I am going to use the oven I bake my 
whole dinner in it. When baking potatoes I 
bake enough to have some creamed and some 
fried. I bake enough apples for dinner and 
for breakfast the next morning. I have no fire- 
less cooker, so when preparing oatmeal make 
enough for three or four breakfasts, and it re- 
quires only a short time to be heated and ig bet- 
ter each time. 

But I can save most in my clothing. I buy 
one real good hat a season, so that the mate- 
rials will bé good for another season, and am 
able to make one street hat and sometimes two 
from left over materials for almost nothing. 

I make all my clothing with the exception 
of a tailored suit or coat a year. I buy the 
best of materials always and make my dresses 
in a single style and they always look like 
they were worth three times the amount paid. 
My homemade underwear wears much longer 
than the bought. I make my husband's soft 
cuff shirts. We are always well dressed. 
Friends are surprised at the small expense. 
The secret of it is buy the best material as 
it will wear twice as long as the cheaper and 
will always show its value. 

If a young housewife has not studied mar- 
keting and cannot sew she has missed a great 
deal for there is no end to the satisfaction 
in being able to manage well and to make 


‘things with one’s own hands. 


A constant denial of things we would like 
to have but that are not really necessary and 
a strict account of expenditures have also 
aided us in living within our income and in say- 
ing a little each month. M. C.

I find in order to economize in household ex- 
penses first of all there must be a system. The 
basis of any successful business is system, and 
one must also havea sort of system in selecting 
good and appetizing food for the table at a 
reasonable cost.

The government crop report for April was 
issued yesterday at 11 o'clock Chicago time 
and confirmed private reports to the effec: 
the winter wheat outlook was the best in. 
years. The condition on April 1 of winter 
wheat was placed at 91.6, compared to 80.6 a 
year ago and 73.3 at harvest last year., On 
the basis of these figures and making no al- 
lowance for abandoned acreage, the indi- 
cated yield is 562,000,000 bu. 

Last April the indicated yield was 402.000. 
000 bu and the final returns showed a crop 
harvested of 400,000,000 bu. Te rye condi- 

tion was placed at 89.4 compared to 87.)-a 
year ago. It is expected the percentage of 
wheat acreage abandoned will be the small- 


est in years, as conditions have been unusus { orego 


ally favorable since the wheat was sown last 
fall. 


Belt Conditions Uniformly Good. 

A feature of the report is the fact that con- 
ditions are almost uniformly good through- 
out the belt. In Kansas the condition is 
90 and the indicated yield about 120,000,000 
bushels. Nebraska has the promise of a crop 
of 58,500,000 bushels, and the southwest out- 
look generally is bright.

Figures of condition of thé national banks 
of Chicago as presented in published reports 
yesterday afford testimony of the closeness 
in the money market which has prevailed 
s nee last February and through which the 
banks appear to be passing. Between Feb. 4 
end April 4 the national institutions showe@ 
a shrinkage in cash of $24,289,229, or 12.21 
per cent, while loans increased $13,881,084. 
or 4.24 per cent. The loan expansion was the 
only increase shown. Deposits fell away

The losses in deposits were made by the 
large banks. This was due to the heavy vhip- 
ments of currency, as well as expansion in 
loe ns, which have taken place in the period 
under review. 

First National Demand 

The First National reflected the largest 
demand, both actually and relatively. The 
Corn Exchange showed a considerable per- 
eentage of decrease in ‘Geposita, while the 
Continental and Commercial had a relatively 
moderate decline. The National Bank of the 
Republic did ite share. The Fort Dearborn 
held almost steady. The smaller e cl 
showed slight increases. 

In cash resources the Continental and Com- 
mercial National was the heaviest loser, with 
a decrease of about $9,000,000. 

The First National lost about $6,000,000.

Frank Watson, Ohe of Defend- 
ants in Alaskan Fraud 
Case, Stricken. 


SEARS MAKES FINALPLEA 


If the Hearing Is Resumed To- 
day Jury May. det the 
Issues by Night. 


The trial of Albert C. Frost and four others 
charged with conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment out of Alaskan coal lands worth 
$10.000,000 was halted suddenly yesterday 
afternoon within a few hours of the time it 
was expected the case would go to the jury. 

Frank Watson, one of Frost's co-defend- 


ents, suddenly became Ill and was unable to 


attend the court session. Judge Landis then 
immediately adjourned court until 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

Watson became ill during a short recess. 
He eaid he felt capable of returning to the 
courtroom, but Judge Landis advised him te 
go to his hotel and to bed. 


Appendicitis Attack Feared. 

It had been known Watson had not been 
feeling well for several days, and grave 
fears were expressed he had been attacked 
with appendicitis. The law provides that 
cases of the nature of the Frost trial require 
the presence of the defendants throughout 
the proceedings. 

Should Watson's removal to a hospital be- 
come necessary it is possible the present jury 
would have to be dismisped and the whole 
case retried. 

At the time court adjourned Attorney N. . 
Sears was concluding his closing argument 


tor the defense. If the trial is resumed today 


he will wind up his argument this morning. 
B. D. Townsend, special assistant attorney 
general, will follow with the closing argu- 
ment for the prosecution and the case might 
go to the jury late today. 


Plea Made by Sears. 
Attorney Sears in his plea said the case had 
narrowed down to one question: “ Did or did 
not the various loca ters take out coal claims 
for the benefit of Frost and his associates?” 
“In the thirty-four years I have practiced 
law I have never seen an attorney who was 
able to put so much accusation, so much sting 
irto a simple inndcent question as the assist- 


ant attorney general has done ip this ca.
